WASHINGTON HP - The cost 
of living declined in August for 
the first time in seven months, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report­ 
ed today.

Tel Aviv, September 17, 1956 
Dear Draw, 
The other day I went to a farm 
in Israel not far from the border 
of Jordan. Jordan, as you may 
know from your Sunday school, is 
now an Arab country, while Is­ 
rael is Jewish. 
Thera isn’t much of a border 
between them, and when I inter* 
viewed a Jewish tractor driver on 
his farm In Israel, the wind blew 
the fertiliser dust from his ferti­ 
lizer spreader across the border 
and helped to improve the soil of 
Arab Jordan. He was spreading 
fertilizer on his farm just as we 
do in Maryland, only his land was 
so rocky that we wouldn’t even 
have considered farming it in 
Maryland. 
Across th* bordar in Jordan 
were some Arab children tending 
a flock at sheep. There were no 
fences, and the sheep, who don’t 
know much about 
international 
borders, 
woald 
have 
walked 
right ovar into Israel except that 
the little Arab girls didn’t let 
them. 
The little Arab girls didn’t seem 
worried about the Jewish tractor. 
They were so close that they could 
talk to the tractor driver, 
but 
they were all just as peaceful as 
the 
sheep herding you’ve read 
about in the Bible, thousands of 
years ago. 
I was interviewing the Jewish 
tractor driver, whose name was 
Amos, when two little Arab boys 
peeked over the brow of the hill 
to see what we were doing. They 
were about your age, and after 
peeking at our camera and 
TV 
equipment they disappeared. 
TRIGGER-HAPPY ARABS 
Pretty soon, two members of the 
Arab Legion, which is the Jordan 
army, appeared on top of the hill 
and pointed their rifles at us. They 
didn’t shoot, but they waved with 
their rifles for us to git away. I 
suppose they were suspicious of 
our TV equipment and thought 
we might be setting up machine­ 
gun nests. 
We were on Israel territory and 
within our rights, but we didn’t ar­ 
gue. We left It doesn’t pay to 
argue when guns are poked at 
you. Besides, we had finished our 
work. 
I got to thinking about this af­ 
terward as an illustration of what 
the Holy Land, the land where the 
Man was born 
who preached 
peace, faces today. 
The little girls who were tend­ 
ing 
their flocks 
had 
nothing 
against the Jewish tractor driver 
just a few yards rway. But the 
Arab Legionnaires, who are train­ 
ed to fight, were suspicious. 
Hist is what is happening to the 
Holy Land. 
The people on both 
sides of the border want peace. 
But some of the leaders don’t. 
The Arabs who live in Israel have 
peace. There ara about 190,000 of 
them to Israel and they get along 
fine with the Jews. 
I talked to 
many of them and they work well 
together 
and live peaceably to­ 
gether. 
HATE-MONGERT AT WORE 
But the Arab leaden* on the oth­ 
er side of the border stir up sus­ 
picion and hatred. It helps them 
politically, just aa soma politi­ 


cians in the United States stir tip 
the segregation issue because it 
helps them get elected. 
Driving back from the bordar to 
Tel Aviv, I passed an Arab vil­ 
lage named Jat. Outside was a 
well, several thousand years old, 
and Arab women were carrying 
water from the well to the vil­ 
lage on their heads just aa Ra- 
becca did when Abraham sought 
a wife for Isaac many years ago. 
And I couldn’t help but think 
that if some of the Jewish people, 
not the government, should dig a 
trench and lay a pipe from the 
well into the village as an act of 
friendship, 
it would save those 
Arab women from carrying water 
and might break down some of 
this suspicion between Arabs and 
Jews. For word would go back 
behind the Arab iron curtain to 
Jordan, 
telling how the Jewish 
people were helping the Arabs. 
I remember how the Quakers, 
the religious group your grand­ 
father belongs to, dug a two-mile 
trench and laid a pipe toto a 
Mexican 
village near 
Tampico 
which never had had water be­ 
fore. 
It wasn’t onjy that they brought 
water to a village that had never 
had water, it was that young Qua­ 
kers bent their backs and dug the 
trench themselves that impressed 
the Mexicans and won a lot of 
friendship for the United States. 


JEWS WANT PEACE 
The Jewish people are doing a 
wonderful 
job here. 
They 
are 
building a great country, and they 
ara being fair to the Arab people 
inside their borders. They also 
want peace with the Arab people 
outside their borders. 
But they need to worry more 
over the little boys about your 
age who peered down over the hill 
at men and then ran off to tell the 
Arab Legion about our taking pic­ 
tures at the bottom of the hill. 
Those little boys, if we are not 
careful, will grow up to spread 
more suspicion and hate. And if 
that happens there will be war or 
the threat of war for years to 
come in a land that was dedicated 
to peace. 
T will write you soon about all 
the camels I saw wandering loose 
near the Dead Sea 
They didn't 
seem to belong to anybody, and 
they didn’t have much to eat.

Rehabilitation By 
Stat* Aid* 4,139 
Handicapped in Jane 


Rehabilitation made it possible 
for 4,139 handicapped Illinoisans 
to find suitable jobs during the 
year that ended in June. This was 
reported today by George Barr, 
chairman of the Governor’s Com­ 
mittee 
on 
Employment of 
the 
Physically Handicapped. 
Barr said that these men and 
women, trained by the Illinois Di­ 
vision 
of Vocational 
Rehabilita­ 
tion, earned a total of $8,424,468, 
based on starting 
salaries. 
The 
amount represents an increase of 
41 per cent over their earnings be­ 
fore rehabilitation, and it ii nearly 
four 
times more 
than 
the re­ 
training program cost the state. 
Barr pointed out that as the han­ 
dicapped workers’ earning power 
increases, they are able to “re­ 
pay” in taxes what public funds 
were expended on their rehabili­ 
tation. 
Barr said the DVR pro­ 
gram it supported in equal parts 


by state and Federal funds. 
Barr reported that in 1956 an ad­ 
ditional 12,144 handicapped work­ 
ers were placed on jobs through 
the 
Illinois 
State Employment 
Service and its special Job coun­ 
seling program for the disabled. 
He caid this number is more than 
21 
per cent greater than 
such 
placements in the highest previ­ 
ous year, 1954.
